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On May 20, 2011, at approximately 10:28 p.m., a fatal “Hit & Run” traffic collision
occurred on Woodruff Avenue, South of Nance Street in the City of Downey. The
collision occurred when the suspect was driving a white SUV type vehicle northbound
on Woodruff Avenue and struck the victim, a 58 year old Downey resident, who was
walking in the roadway. The suspect immediately fled the scene, leaving the victim
lying in the roadway. Downey Fire personnel responded and pronounced the victim
deceased at the scene. The suspect vehicle is described as a white SUV with collision
damage to the front portion of the vehicle.

It has been the hope of the investigators that the establishment of a $10,000
reward would prompt individuals, possibly family members, neighbors or friends of the
suspect to come forward and provide information about the incident and/or whereabouts
of the suspect, thus, leading to an arrest. This $10,000 reward was established by the
Board of Supervisors on May 24, 2011 and is due to expire on August 22, 2011.
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$10,000 for information leading to the arrest of the suspect in this heinous crime.
